The newa received by the Sierra Norada 
ianptotlie 26(h ult. Tbere is, liowevor, 
bat Utile of imporlano'e. Ttie apriog cam- 
paign Ims nol yet commeiiccd in tbe North. 
Tlio army of ilic Polomao ia daily receiying 
acceasions from tho went, and beginaj.lo 
Bssumo the must gigantio proportions. In 
Eeoiucky, howoTcr, it would seem that the 
Southcruers, under Forreat, to tbe number ol 
5,000 mBD, had penetrated asfaraa Paducoh, 
and attaclied the pluce >7ilh cucoes?. Thy 
Fi'derala, under Col. Uiclss, amounting to 7U0 
men, retired to tbe fort, and maiutaiaed their 
position against several assaalta of tbe enemy 
Tho Federal gunboats' at the same' time keep 
ing up a severe lire on the asbailauts, madi- 
the uity too hot fur Forrest, who, afler burn, 
iug a number ol houses and selting fire to u 
, steamer, quickly rclited from the place 
KcnlucUy was supposed to be safe from buc!i 
raids as this, and oonseqaenily has been leii 
rather inadequately supplied with troops'. Tlie 
entire organized niililia of tho north is lo be 
called in lo servico for si.\ months, vith the 
view to crush by very numerical lorco the 
aroiy under Lea bslore tbe ensuing summai 
expires. Tbe romors in reference to Score- 
tar; Seward's belligerent attitude to France 
are no doubt one ol those tricks frequently 
adopted by statesmen lo frighten the people 
into a L'realcr degree ol energy. When Lord 
Paliuerslon wanis an addition to tho nava 
■ estinales he points an.xiously lo Ihrj menacing 
aspect of his ociglibor acroES the channel 
When Seward desires " another grand up- 
rising," be very sagaciously brings in this 
time tho assistance of extraneous aid, and 
. Louis Napoleon is tho man. 'J'he Norther.n 
Slates can no more alford to go to war with 
Ffiinci! Ui;in Franco ran Dflord to go to war 
with ihe Northern .States. Both powers have 
enough lo do juitt now nt home. The field of 
Louis Napoleon's ambiiion is not the United 
States, nor even Mexico — neither of these 
counlries could award the JOmporor much 
glory. Wiih Mexico he has, so far, had a 
great deal of hard work, and very little pay. 
With America, a war would shake hira ofi 
his throne, however firmly he may seem sealed, 
before the termination ol a year's hostilities 
A diflerent aspect is, however, presented him 
in Europe. De.spoilsrn, not Kepublicaiiism, 
would meet him in the field, and ihe senli- 
ment of an en busiastic populition would 
float him on the tide uf popularity. Thi- 
"great signiBuiince," therefore, of a French 
fleet off ibe nioulh of tho Rio Qrande, is no 
more starlling llian the blockade of Aca- 
pulco. The only " grcui signilicant fael." i.'^ 
the liae of gold to 109 ur 171 — a circum- 
stance we are unable, we must confcjs, to 
esplain. 

The Knropean news leaves things much in 
the same poflure ns when we last referred 

to them. Austria and Prussia are slill on 
the advance, and Mntiland is still endeavor- 
ing lo tenipori/.o. liritish public opinion 
seems to leo i upon the prcaervation of peacu 
as hopeless, and tho general tune of the press 
and the Parliament is more indicative of 
bostililies, ihnn at any pteviona period. In 
Ihe House of Lord", l^arl Slialteshury urged 
the sending; of n fleet to ihc liallic, and K^rl 
Bussell replied that the Channel lleet wag in 
a condition to depart at a moraeot'e notice. 
He also staled that tbe course taken by 
Prussia and Austria was onjusliGable in the 
bighesi degree. Denmark has not yet con- 
sented to the Conference, and the other 
I'owers wail in nn.xiely the advance of the 
Al'.ies on Duppel.

THE DANISH DIFFICLXTV. 

The prognojticaliona of niy last communi- 
cation are unhappily fulfilled. )('(ir .'ifls 6i-o- 
ken out in .Schleswig; Iho Austrians and 
Prussians Imving been in no degree whntover 
deterred from breakini; tho peace of Hurope, 
by I'^arl I'.ii.5so!rs "j„„,n| n,,,] f^^y^ signifyin.: 
nolliing." Such iiiijuslifiable conduct on the 
part nt these two iireiit powers, and parlies 
10 tho treaty of lB52,ia iinive' sally onnilemnod 
here; not only because n wanlon outrnjce 
upon a weaker nnd unoireiiding power, bnl 
because ol their insolent refusal to grant ti^le 
to enable the king ol Denmark to summon 
he Rigsruad, and to do constitutionally what 
they wished should be oQectcd by a coup de 
miii'n. Even on tho laith of Great Britain, 
whoso governnicnt was prepared to guaran- 
tee timl, if they would but suspend hoalilitii a 
all that was asked by them would beaceeihd 
to. At present, however, neither Auslrlu nor 
l'ru3.sia has taken anything but a thorough 
beating for their insolent rudcnnss, Tho 
Diincs have met them with the ulinast cour- 
age, nodthavo cau'eil them, by their spirited 
'Tesislance, lo withdraw their worsted Irjops 
•from tli6'aent of »n!i,)n, either to prepare for 
a lulure attitck, or to uU-jw their respcotivo 
goveruraeuts onre moro to enter upon nego- 
ciatio.-i8. I will not attempt to give you nl 
any length the dutnila ul this campaign, which 
has truly been designated a "tempest iu a tea- 
cup,.witb dulco Augustenbcrg lortho spoon," 
because I. enclose yon every telegram from 
the 3rd instant, to the laient of this day, by 
which your rcmlers will loam how the land 
lios, and what prospect there is fur Iho main- 
tenanca ol the peace of Europe. For my own 
part, 1 cannot arrive at tho same opinion to 
which the organs of ibu Falinoraton govern- 
ment are daily giving nitorance, — that the 
afldir will lioaeltled in a few days. Il looks 
to me more like the reiluraled assurance of 
the Federal aulhoritioi on yonr side, that the 
war betweoti the iXorth and .South would be 
crushed out in 00 days; which days never 
seem lo end! and I will loll yiiu why f think so, 
because the only jioWHrs which niiglil linve 
"pnt llioir Bcro'.vs" upon .Vnstria and Prussia, 
have 90 actcil as to induce these governineiitH 
to think Ihev might act as iliey pleased wilh 
impunity. Karl Uussell »-as at su di doter- 
mineil pains Ij insult Lnnia Napoleon, 
when ho refused on behalf of ller Majusty 
lo lake part in the pr iponnl congress, that 
llie allianco belv.-eeii the two cniintries iiow 
seeins to hang but upon a thread. I.-juis 
Kapnleon makes the conduct of K.nijiiuid a 
plea lur n.Hi-iiiturleienec in the D.inish ipies- 
;ion, since, lie says, a congre:is wool. I linve 
hueii al the pains to bring about a poaeefnl 
flolulioii of it.- dillieuiiies, and liku tho rest of 
the Unropean sovereigns, he ridicules tho 
bombast of our goveniinent, as exemplified 
ill tbe doHpatclies of llio Foreign .Secrelary,

The fitftto of alfairs on the conti-' ent of Kiimpo 
has been the cause of [trc it ahxicty to her Ma- 
jesty. Tha death of Ihe late KliiR of Oenmurk 
broufiht into Immcdiito npplica'lion tho itlpula- 
lions of the treaty of May, 1852, concluded by her 
Mojnsly, the Emperor of Austria, tho l-'nipororof 
tho l-'rcnch, Ihe KiiiK of I'russiii, tlie Eiiiper'ir of 
Russiii, the Kini! of Swodeii, and aficrwarils ac- 
ceded to by the Kintt of WnrteinliorK. the King of 
the Uelgiani, the KLl'iR of the Netherlands, tho 
Queen of Spain, the King of I'ortug.al, and tho 
KICK of Italy.
